Drector of Training 
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Purpose: To permit the Agency to provide for special 
instruction or training of Agency personnel. 

History and Description: The Central Intelligence Agency 
Act of 1949 provides that the Director may assign any officer or 
employee of the Agency for special instruction, research or 
training with any domestic or foreign, public or private inatitution; 
trade, labor agricultural or scientific associations; courses or 
training programs under the Department of Defense; or commercial 
firme. This is substantially the identical authority authorised for 
the Department of State personnel under the Foreign Service Act 
of 1946. 

While much of the training is in the field of language and 
area background courses, security does not permit detailed dis- 
cussion of the full Agency training program or the sums ot money 
expended in connection therewith. |
